The  government  is  authorized  to  revise  the 
entionu  taolf  and  the  wharf  dti«s,  ami  to  lax 
Imuorlotl  jerked  beef  by  50%  additional,  if  this  be 
considered  advisable,  in  the  interests  of  1  he  country. 

The  decree  legalises  that  tinder  No.  047  A  of 
November  41I1,  1890,  which  regulates  and  fiscalizes 
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The  action  of  Congress  in  increasing 
taxation  in  the  budget  recently  adopted  was 
a  serious  mistake.  We  have  lung  eon- 
tended  that  Brazil  is  heavily  overtaxed,  and 
that  this  excessive  taxation  is  a  crushing 
burden  upon  the  country's  development, 
In  a  time  of  speculative  excitement,  when 
fortunes  are  quickly  and  easily  made,  these 
burdens  of  taxation  are  but  slightly  felt, 
but  when  the  reverses  come — and  come  they 
will — or  when  the  country  settles  clown  io 
the  routine  of  ordinary  life,  then  these  hut- 
dens  become  oppressive  and  not  infre- 
quently disastrous.  In  all  such  cases  it  is 
far  the  better  policy  to  suspend  public 
works  and  to  cut  off  public  expenditures 
wherever  possible,  than  to  increase  taxation. 
The  true  basis  of  all  national  prosperity  is 
individual  prosperity,  but  Ibis  can  never  be 
obtained  where  the  government  absorbs  so 
large  a  part  of  tiie  citizen's  earnings.  In 
this  present  case  the  increase  in  the  taxes  on 
imports  will  not  only  lake  just  so  much 
from  the  pocket  of  the  consumer,  but  it  will 
operate  to  increase  the  costs  of  living  in 
every  other  direction.  It  should  be  under- 
stood that  Brazil  is  now  one  ol  the  most 
expensive  countries  ill  the  world  to  live  in, 
and  that  these  expenses  can  be  met  wily 
when  commerce  and  industry  are  in  a 
thriving  condition.  Just  now  both  are 
stagnant,  and  in  consequence  the  people 
are  finding  it  most  difficult  to  meet  even 
their  ordinary  expenses.  A  proof  id' this  is 
to  be  found  in  the  discontent  constantly 
manifested  among  the  laboring  classes. 
They  are  entitled  to  sympathy  for  their  lot 
is  a  bard  one,  and  yet  there  is  a  feeling  thai 
their  agitations  must  be  suppressed  at  all 
costs,  The  tendency  of  such  a  state  ol 
things  is  anarchy,  and  the  sooner  this  is 
understood  the  belter.  Instead  of  increas- 
ing taxes,  the  government  should  reduce 
expenditures.  Another  most  mistaken  tax 
is  the  additional  tender  cent,  on  transfers, 
a  tax  that  is  mistaken  in  policy  ami  most 
hurtful  in  operation.  It  ought  to  be  the 
policy  ol  the  government  lo  facilitate  the 
■transfer  ol  property,  particularly  real  estate, 
and  to  encourage  the  development  ol  small 
landed  properties.  It  will  do  more  to  de- 
velop the  agricultural  resources  ol  Brazil 
than  all,  tha  pretentious  companies  that  can 
be  created,  and  it  will  give  an  element  oi 
order  and  political  organization  which  the 
country  does  not  now  possess.  In  our 
opinion,  this  surtax  and  the  six  per  cent  lax 
on  which  it  is  based  should  both  be  at  once 
abolished. 


Ii  is  not  altogether  improbable  that  there 
is.,  political  element  of  disturbance  behind 
the  recent  riots  among  the  employes  ol  the 
Central  railway,  but  at  the  same  time  il  will 
be  well  to  remember  that  the  men  have 
just  causes  for  complaint.  The  manage- 
ment ni'  ibis  great  railway  has  been  far  from 
satisfuLUuy.and  the  steadily  increasing  costs 
ol  liwng  has  mode  it  utterly  impossible  for 
the  laborer  to  live  upon  the  meagre  wages 
paid  him.  Under  such  conditions  not  only 
has  discontent  rapidly  increased,  but  under 
lax  management  the  service  of  the  road  has 
become  disorganised  and  its  personnel 
utterly  demoralized.  For  a  long  time  il 
has  been  absolutely  impossible  Lo  secure 
good  treatment  and  prompt  service  from  a 
majority  of  the  employes  ol  thai  road. 
And  il  has  been  equally  impossible  to 
obtain  an)1  satisfaction,  for  the  line  belongs 
to  the  state,  is  administered  on  the  red  tape 
system,  and  is  run  without  tin- slightest  idea 
of  responsibility  and  efficiency.  Had  the 
Central  railway  been  under  private  control 
Liu:  public  would  long  ago  have  compelled 
a  better  service,  but  being  a  stale  concern 
dit:  people  bave  been  content  Lo  submit, 
just  as  they  sttbniil  to  everything  backed  up 
by  an  official.  In  the  conflict  which  oc- 
curred mi  the  night  of  the  30th,  il  is  must 
difficult  to  determine  just  where  the  blame 
should  be  placed.  If  it  is  true  that  the 
strikers  were  supplied  with  money  and  new 
revolvers,  then  we  must;  believe  that  there 
was  some  political  intrigue  at  the  bottom  of 
it.  Tlri  vandalism  of  the  strikers,  also,  in 
looting  the  station  and  the  baggage  uf 
travellers  can  not  be  censured  Loo  severely, 
On  the  other  side,  it  must  be  confessed 
that  the  police  did  not)  acquit  themselves 
with  any  too  much  credit,  Riddling  11 
public  edifice  with  rifle  balls  and  attacking 
innocent  strangers  were  very  sorry  indica- 
tions of  a  Illness  lo  cope  with  so  formidable 
11  rising.  From  all  accounts  we  have  not 
yet  seen  the  last  of  the  difficulty,  though  il 
may  be  anticipated  that  die  new  directoi 
will  deal  with  the  emergency  more  prompt 
ly  and  judiciously  ami  thus  save  us  the 
painful  spectacle  which  die  Central  stalioi 
of  ibis  city  presented  on  the  night  of  th 
30II1  ami  morning  of  the  31st  till.
